A sealed case for housing 
equipment, said case comprising an injection molded resin body 
having an interior and an exterior, and having a through hole 
leading from said interior to said exterior, wherein said 
through hole has a periphery, wherein the portion of the resin 
body surrounding said periphery of the through hole comprises 
a boss surrounded by an annular groove, wherein said boss has 
a radial tip surface, wherein said through hole is covered 
with a water-repellent, porous, film which is permeable to 
air, but impermeable to liquids, wherein said water-repellent 
film overlies and is bonded to said tip surface by entry of 
said molten resin into pores of said film due to pressure 
applied to the molten resin when said molten resin is 
injection-molded, and wherein only one side of said film is 
bonded to said boss.

A sealed case according to 
claim 1, wherein said case comprises a box and a lid covering 
an opening of said box, and said through hole is provided in 
said box or said lid.

resin body is formed when said molten resin is injection- 
molded, and only one side of said film is bonded to said tip 
surface of said boss.
